No Spectaculars 


Those members of the Con- 
gress, the press, radio and TV, 
who professed disappointment in 

oaggage s that the Presi- 
dent did not of- 
fer any ‘“‘spec- 
tacular’’ solution 
‘ae for catching up 
Mm with the Soviets 
reveal a familiar 
American weak- 
ness. 

In time of 
emergency, 
no matter how 

long it may have been develop- 
ing, we always demand a “‘for- 
mula” or pill for an immediate 
cure. This is, of course, a gen- 
eral, human weakness of man- 
kind. But we are the most avid 
practitioners. 

The Russians have been hard 
at work for 12 years on missiles. 
They deliberately reduced their 
people to a low standard of living. 
They deprived them of consumer 
comforts and put all necessary 
money and effort into missiles. 


Likewise, in education, they set 
up a system designed to produce 
the necessary skills and scientific 
research to enable the govern- 
ment to carry out the Marxist 
plans which are the “religion” of 
the U.S.S.R. 


Now, in an emergency, our 
more immature cry out for some 
‘sensational’ solution, some quick 
“open sesame,” which will en- 
able us to avoid paying the price 
for years of neglect. 

The British, when Dunkirk re- 
duced them to military impotency, 
and when invasion threatened, 
heard Winston Churchill promise 
them blood, sweat and tears. It 
will take something of that for 
us. Because of our great produc- 
tive capacity, we may not have so 
hard a row to hoe. But it will not 
be easy. No “‘sensational’’ short 
cut will enable us to catch up. 
We cannot overcome the inertia 
of years without great expense, 
much work, and perhaps some 
sweat, tears and blood. 


10 Years Behind 


All the reports are in... they 
say we are, in some aspects, at 
least 10 years behind. 

But as the caterwauling rises 
louder, let us fritter away no 
valuable time trying to fix the 
blame. 

The Congress reflects us... 
and since war’s end our demands 
have been for lowering taxes and 
for ‘“‘economy.” This _ present 
crisis presents us with a very 
real test of our political system. 
Let none ignore that. There will 
arise those who want to take a 
short cut and bypass the Consti- 


tution of the United States. This | 
was 


always happened. It 
true in Washington’s’ troubled 
years. It was the more true in 
Lincoln's era of agony. It was so 
in the great depression. 


Our political system is the best 
yet devised by man. 

It is resilient enough, and it Is 
adequate. 


But the pleaders for ‘‘spectacu- 
lars,”” and those who think’ they 
can make up the lost years by 
some magic salve, will be trying 
to bypass our system of govern- 
ment. They will seek to abrogate 
human rights, to push through 
totalitarian doctrines and meas- 
ures in the name of democracy.

Huey Long 


Once a newspaperman asked 
the late Huey Long if he thought 
fascism would ever come to this 
country. 

“Yes,” he said, “‘but we won't 
call it that. We'll call it democ- 
racy.” 

The Communists have already 
done that. Red China is “The 
People’s Republic” or ‘“‘The Peo- 
ple’s Democracy.”” The constitu- 
tion of the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics contains even 
more guarantees of individual 
freedom than does our own. But 
none of it is operational. Russia’s 
jails and work camps are filled 
with men and women whose only 
crime is criticism of the govern- 
ment. 


Our own guarantees will exist 
only so long as the people be- 
lieve in them and, more impor- 
tant, use them. 

Why weren't we told of the 
danger? 

We were. But again, we did a 
very human thing. We closed our 
ears to it because it was un- 
pleasant. We laughed it off as 
just some more talk of “‘the egg- 
heads” or “the professors.’’ We 
preferred to heed the  hard- 
headed practical men who told 
us all was well. 

But now we are at a moment of 
truth. 

There is no “spectacular” 
which will solve it. There is no 
panacea. There is only hard work 
and faith and belief in ourselves 
and our country. 

That will win. But it will not be 
easy. There is no pill which will 
make us, well by morning.

Treasury Wants 
$5 Billion More

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—The 
Treasury asked Congress today 
for a $5,000,000,000 temporary in- 
crease in the national debt ceil- 
ing, to last until June 30, 1959. 
The ceiling is now $275,000, 
000,000. 

Fiscal experts promptly ob- 
served that if the current reces- 
sion deepens and lasts beyond 
midyear, the increase will almost 
certainly prove insufficient, and 
that Congress would have to be 
asked for a bigger one. 


The request today came in the 
form of a letter from Secretary 
of the Treasury Anderson to the 
chairmen and senior minority 
members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee and the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


CLEAR HOUSE 


Ways and Means

there was every indication the 
bill would clear the House 
quickly. Chairman Byrd (D-Va) 
of the finance committee was 
non-commital in his comments, 
but there were indications that 
the finance committee would 
clear the bill. 


Sen. Byrd said the committee 
will consider the bill quickly aft- 
er it clears the House, and that 
the consideration would be in 
the light of “‘military needs and 
the best interests of the United 
States of America.” 

The Treasury would like the 
bill passed as quickly as possible 
to permit it to borrow money be- 
tween now and March 15, when 
heavy tax receipts begin to come 
in. Today the debt was $274,- 
250,000,000 and the Treasury’s 
usable cash was down to the un- 
comfortably low level of $2,620,- 
000,000.

Pay Boosts 
For Military 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (UP)— 
The administration called today 
for a half-billion dollar a year pay 
boost for the armed forces, re- 
versing its year-old decision to 
hold the line on military pay. 

At the same time, the White 
House announced it will ask Con- 
gress later for a half-billion a 
year pay boost for civil service 
workers and postal employes. 

Defense Secretary Neil H. McEI- 
roy sent Congress a proposed 518 
million dollar pay bill that would 
fatten the pay envelopes of 
1,820,000 servicemen along. the 
lines of the once-rejected Cordiner 
Report. 

The proposed raises ranged 
from 70 cents a month for new 
second lieutenants to $423.60 a 
month for four-star generals and 
admirals. 

The bill would scrap the old 
military ‘“‘Methuselah’’ pay Sys- 
tem under which raises came 
merely for remaining in service. 
The new system would reward 
merit and skill. 

Former Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson strongly urged 
the military pay boosts last year 
to halt the exodus of talented men 
from the armed forces. 

But the Budget Bureau rejected

Army Fires 


A Redstone 
In Florida 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., Jan. 
14 (UP) —The Army launched a 
noisy, flame - spewing Redstone 
missile, first stage rocket for the 
Jupiter satellite carrier, tonight 
and it sped up to flicker out 
among the stars in a cloudless 


sky. 


The missile was fired at 8:25 
p.m. e.s.t., and minutes later the 
Defense Department announced it 
was a Redstone and that the flight 
was “normal.” 

The launching came after appar- 
ent postponement of an anticipated 
attempt this week to try again to 
launch the Navy Vanguard with a 
satellite in its nose. And there had 
been rumors of an Army satellite 
attempt with the big Jupiter C. 


FIRST STAGE 


The Redstone, a 200-mile ballis- 
tic missile already operational, is 
only the first stage of the Jupiter 
C. It is not known when the Army 
will eventually make its satellite 
attempt. 

Before the Redstone was trig- 
gered it seemed a tall shaft of 
gleaming white as_ searchlights 
played on it during two and one- 
half hours of preparations which 
could be seen from nearby 
beaches. 

When it was fired, the initial 
belch of orange flame from its jets 
lit up the area for miles, then the 
roar rolled across the water as 
the missile mounted into the heav- 
ens. The sound rattled windows. 


FLASHING LIGHTS 


As the Redstone rose, {t dropped 
off a series of intermittently flash- 
ing objects believed to be photo- 
flash units used to aid in tracking 
the missile. 

After about three minutes dur- 
ing which it was visible, the mis- 
sile became nothing more than a 
red dot among the stars. 

Technicians were believed still 
working on the Navy Vanguard, 
but several officials of the project 
who came here over the weekend 
for the anticipated satellite at- 
tempt had checked out of their 
motels. 

Earlier today, a ground-to - air 
Air Force Bomarc interceptor mis- 
sile, small and speedy, was 
launched from the cape.

TUSKEGEE, Ala., Jan. 14 (3 — 
Race relations have worsened in 
the South in the past year, says 
Tuskegee Institute, and realistic 
action is imperative if serious 
difficulties are A be avoided in 
the near future. 

But some progress was made 
toward peaceful settlement of dif- 
ferences, notably in actions taken 
by the federal government, Presi- 
dent L. H. Foster said today in 
the famed Negro college’s annual 
race relations report. 

All branches of the government 
made clear, the report observed, 
that American citizens must re- 
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scp 
desegregationist points of view 

are held more resolutely now than 
in the recent past. 


“There is an urgent need,” he 


said, ‘‘for realistic and construc- $2.75 ¢ 
tive communication on the South extre 
ern scene if serious difficulties are ONLY 


to be avoided in the near future.”’ 

The Tuskegee president said he 
found two basic obstacles to favor- 
able race relations. 


‘MISINFORMATION’ CITED 


For one thing, he said, there is 
‘misinformation and misunder. 
standing about the national wel- 
fare. Public officials, representing 
the South rarely make it clear in 
their talks or writings that Amer- 
ica’s welfare depends critically 
upon the strength of democracy 
at home.” 


A second obstacle, Foster said, 
is ‘“‘the substantial absence of 
communication between whites 
and Negroes.”’ The educator ob- 
served that “‘this is deplored by 
many spokesmen with rarely a 
constructive suggestion for inter- 
change of ideas or opinions in 
terms of current realities.” 

Foster noted what he called an 
‘‘almost complete absence of any 
joint effort or program by the 
total citizenry in any Southern 
community to promote the com- 
munity welfare.” 
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All Phases Covered 


Except for Economy 


In his address to the General Assem- 
biy yesterday, Gov. Griffin justifiably 
pointed with pride to a number of con- 
crete accomplishments of his administra- 
tion. It was, in the main, a report of ex- 
panded services in every phase of state 
government and more spending. 

Especially noteworthy are 
strides in the field of education, a con- 
tinuation and expansion of programs be- 
gun under the administration, 
The common schools are better financed, 
teachers are better paid and more new 
buildings have been constructed to house 
the state’s growing school population. 

But perhaps the greatest contribution 
to education has come about through sup- 
port of the nuclear research project at 
Georgia Tech and final authorization of 
the Science Center at the University of 
Georgia in Athens. These programs 1n 
support_of higher education will pay great 
dividends to the state in the future. 

While the governor calls on the Assem- 
bly to hold the line on all fronts, he points 
out that as Georgia grows in population 
and in wealth so must our schools, our 
highways, our eleemosynary institutions 
and other responsibilities of the state. He 
also calls for a needed mental health pro- 
gram, purchase of Stone Mountain, juve- 
nile detention homes, expansion of the 
probation system and a driver training 
program for schools. These are worthy but 
will cost money. 

The governor also proposed another 
50-million-dollar extension in bonding ca- 
pacity for the Rural Roads Authority, an 
indebtedness which would be left to fu- 
ture state administrations to pay. This 
will have to be met while the demand for 
state services is onthe increase and as the 
federal government steps up its plans to 
withdraw much of its matching support 
in health, education and welfare programs. 

While calling for economy, the gover- 
nor made no mention of places where 
specific economies can be made. He ex- 
pressed pride in the school transportation 
program, for instance, but ignored the 
fact that school people recognize it as 
costing millions more than necessary. In 
detailing school expenditures, he skipped 
over the need for revising school spend- 
ing so that all communities bear an equit- 
able share of the load. No mention was 
made of the growing urban pressures. 

The governor’s glowing account cov- 
ered every field except economy. Yet 
most of the sustained programs will cost 
more money as the years go on, includ- 
ing retiring road bonds. Assuming there 
will be no new taxes, how will these 
funds be found” 

That problem, of course, will be left 
to the next state administration and suc- 
ceeding ones. But Georgians this summer 
deserve to hear in detail from the candi- 
dates how it can be done. Surely we 
have learned the lesson that expanded 
services without economies can be 
achieved only through our pocketbooks.

Have Big Stake in Schools 


In the Macon Telegraph ‘ 


“Til-considered, hasty attempts at integration, especially when 
carried out in impoverished and overcrowded schools, instead of fur- 
thering the education of the Negro will surely result in retardation of 
all students, white and Negroes, and increase rather than alleviate 


racial tensions.” 

That statement is not made, as 
you might think, by a Southern 
governor nor a president of a 
white supremacy organization in 
a Deep South state. The words 
are quoted from an article in The 
Atlantic for January, 1958, a 
magazine published by ‘Yan- 
kees” in New England, and the 
article in question is written by 
Agnes E. Meyer, recognized as a 
trusted and forthright authority 
on our public schools and as a 
woman who has devoted long and 
continuous efforts on behalf of 
the Negro citizen. 

Miss Meyer, in a powerful and 
moving fashion, -writes on‘ the 
theme thatethe education of the 
white child must not be sacrificed 
for the Negro nor that of the Ne- 
gro for the white, ‘‘or both races 
will lose and the future of our 
nation be imperiled.”’ 


In a fervent plea for modera- 
tion on the part of both South- 
erners and Northerners, she ap- 
peals to the Negro leaders for an 
understanding of the need for 
making haste slowly in the inter- 
pretation of the Supreme Court’s 
words, “deliberate speed.”’ 


That the desegregation of 
schools is a major social revolu- 
tion has not been recognized by 
many who would seek to rush the 
matter and we are pleased to find 
in Miss Meyer's article a pro- 
found understanding of the bur- 
den which has been placed on 
the shoulders of the school boards 


and teachers who must guide this 
major revolution. 

She points out the disastrous ef- 
fects of trying to do ‘‘too much 
too soon” in New York City and 
shows how the present trend in 
Manhattan is leading to adminis: 
trative chaos in the public schools 
and declares the education of all 
children will be hampered if the 
preseat recommendations are fol- 
lowed. Political pressure of the 
large Negro vote has influenced 
the decisions of the New York 
Committee . on Integration, she 
shows, and she declares ‘‘educa- 
tional standards are of no cdh- 
cern to this commission.” 

Miss Meyer says forcefully that 
one of the greatest dangers to the 
public school system is the legis- 
lation passed by Georgia, South 
Carolina, Mississippi and Virginia 
to close the public schools rather 
than allow one Negro*to enter a 
white school. ; 

“The public school system took 
a century to build but it could be 
ruined in a short time,” she says. 
“Its interruption even in four 
states could create a cultural gap 
that could not be repaired tor 
years.”’ 

For the Southern reader jof The 
Atlantic. probably the most-liked 
statement in Miss Meyer's article 
will be this: “It would be well, 
therefore, if the Northern peopie 
would concentrate on their own 
serious problems of desegrega- 
tion instead of pointing the finger

New Peace Talks 
Appear Inevitable 


WASHINGTON — Well-informed diplomats 
have expressed the opinion that President Eisen- 
hower’s letter to Prime Minister Bulganin opened 

<U.S.-Soviet diplomatic discussions in the near fu- 


ture. The moderate tone of the letter was generally praised. 


It was noted that while the let- 
ter referred to the continued di- 
vision of Germany,.it did not put 
this or anything else forward as 
a precondition of diplomatic con- 
versations on the whole range of 
U.S.-Soviet differences. 


There were no demands ‘that the 
Soviet show “good faith’ prior to 
diplomatic talks. 


While Moscow is expected to 
complain about some of the argu- 
ments in the letter, particularly 
the President’s insistence on dis- 
cussing the Eastern European 
problem, the general expectation 
here is that it would sooner 
or later lead to conversations, 
probably in Moscow, on a wide 
range of subjects. 


If this assumption proves. cor- 

rect, attention will be focused on 
one of the ablest diplomats in the 
U.S. Foreign Service — U.S. Am- 
bassador to the U.S.S.R. Llewel- 
lyn E. Thompson. 
. Thompson, a slim 53-year-old 
officer in the Foreign Service for 
28 years, has had a great deal of 
experience in negotiating with the 
Russians and more success at it 
than most. 


As U.S. high commissioner in 
Vienna he played a major part 
in negotiating what is generally 
regarded as the most successful 
political settlements with Moscow 
since the war — the conclusion of 
the Austrian State Treaty under 
which the Red Army left that 
country, 


Thompson also was_ principal 
negotiator in the settlement of 
the intricate and prolonged dis- 
pute over the city and part of 
Trieste. And that, like the Aus- 
trian agreement, ee among 


the few East-West postwar set- 
tlements that endured. He also 


attended the Geneva meeting be- 
tween the President and the So- 
vit leaders in 1955. 


Thompson knows the Russians 
well. He spent most of the last 
war in that country, speaks the 
language fluently and was pres- 
ent during the negotiations that 
led to the U.S.-Soviet agreement 
to establish the United Nations. 


He has been quiet since he re- 
turned to Moscow as U.S. am- 
bassador less than a year ago. He 
was ill before he went there and 
after he recovered his health he 
felt that relations between Mos- 
cow and Washington were not 
propitious for diplomatic talks. 

Nevertheless, he has kept re- 
porting to Washington since the 
collapse of the East-West dis- 
armament talks last summer that 
he thought the Soviet government 
really wanted to negotiate a 
limited arms agreement. 

He has argued that a disarma- 
ment agreement would enable the 
Soviet Union to demobilize more 
men for the exploitation of the 
Siberian “new lands” and thus 
help raise the standard of living 
of the Soviet people and turn the 
energies of that state to more 
peaceful pursuits. 

Nobody here expects that n 
gotiations with Moscow will be 
anything but difficult, for the- is- 
sues in the Eisenhower-Bulgagin 
correspondence lie at the heart of 
fundamental EastWest power re- 
lationships. But if the Soviets 
agree to talk, Ambassador 
Thompson is likely to do the pre- 
liminary work of explorations.

It is all very well to be guided 
by standard valuation methods 
when one contemplates the co- 
operation of a partner, but when 
partner has proven to be a wash- 
out, one should continue the fight 
only with cash register tricks. 

There was no excuse for South’s 
second bid. North, by failing to 
keep the opening bid alive, had 
confessed that his hand was trick- 
less. At such times opener must 
not rely on high-card points. Ne 
will be fighting single-handed and 
must depend only on sure tricks. 

Not with any reasonable stretch 
of optimism could South count on 
winning more than five or six 
tricks himself. This amounts to 
signing up for at least a 500-point 
contribution if doubled, a contin- 
gency which should not have ap- 
peared at all remote. 

To South it is recommended 
that in the future he be a little 
more circumspect than to take on 
two opponents single handed. The 
risk of being caught between two 
fairly strong hands should have 
been apparent. South was in ef- 
fect attempting to fight tanks 
with a peashooter.

Recommendations 


To promote future progress in 
our state, to develop turther our 
great resources, to assume the re- 
sponsibility which rests upon our 
shoulders in this generation, and 
to provide for the general welfare 
of all Georgians, I submit for 
your thoughtful and careful con- 
sideration the following recom- 
mendations: 


I. Rural Roads 


I recommend that the total 
capitalization available for rural 
roads construction be increased 
by 59 million dollars. This will 
make these valuable roads avail 
able to many additional areas 
which badly need them.

To maintain the high standards 
of requirements for voting in 
Georgia’s elections, I recommend 
that you give careful considera- 
lion to the report of the Election 
Law Study Committee of this Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


IV. Mental Health 


A joint committee of this Gen- 
eral Assembly has been working 
diligently for several months to 
prepare important and far-reach- 
ing recommendations which are 
designed to bring about sweeping 
improvements in the field of men- 
tal health. One of the greatest 
problems facing the people of 
Georgia and this General Assem- 
bly, is the enactment of remedial 
legislation in this important field 
of public health. We should strive 
to make our eleemosynary insti- 
tutions centers of treatment and 
cure instead of looking upon them 
as merely custodial institutions. 

Of the many recommendations 
that your Mental Health Study 
Committee has made which af- 
fect the field of mental health, I 
direct your special attention to 
recommendations which 


| would provide for additional psy- 


chiatrists in Georgia: which 
would revamp the present anti- 
quated commitment laws: and 
which provides that the Division 
of Mental Health, established by 
me last year by Executive Order, 
shall in the future function by 
law.

Marriage Law 


Georgia does not desire the 
dubious honor of being called a 
“Gretna Green” state.

I recom- 
mend that you give thoughtful 
consideration to this proposal 
when it is presented to you. 


Public Safety 


While gratifying progress was 
made in reducing the number of 
fatalities on Georgia’s roads, 
streets, and highways, a great 
deal more must be accomplished 
in this all-important field.

Several individuals asked me 
about a cold vaccine during the 
last week. The usual question is: 
‘‘Can’t I get a single shot that 
will prevent me from catching 
cold this winter?’’ There is no such 
animal but current § research 
points to the perfection of a pro- 
tective substance within 10 years. 

I wish we had a vaccine that 
would ward off sore throats, nasal 
congestion, cough, and other

symptoms that we lump together 
and call upper respiratory infec- 
tions. 

More than 30 different micro- 
organisms are capable of produc- 
ing such symptoms and the com- 
mon cold virus is only one on the 
list. 

In addition, a vaccine produces 
protective antibodies in the blood 
only against specific viruses so 
that a vaccine for one will not 
prevent others. But progress is 
being made and the vaccine will 
come when the common cold virus 
or viruses are isolated. The de- 
lay is not traceable to the vac- 
cine manufacturers; the causa- 
tive agents first must be Isolated 


i i 


by the bacteriologists and virol | 


ogists. 


We now have a polyvalent flu | 


vaccine that protects § against 
prevalent influenza viruses, in- 
cluding the Asian variety. Adeno- 
virus vaccine should be on the 
market shortly, to do away with 
another group of respiratory in- 
fections There is nothing in sight 
in the immediate future for the 
common cold. But this is more 
embarrassing to the scientist than 
annoying to the patient. There is 
a good possibility that only a 
emali percentage of respiratory 
infections is caused by the com- 
mon cold. 

It is not easy to test the ef.- 
ficiency of a vaccine. Shots for 
the Asian flu, for example, are 


said to offer 50 per cent protec- | 


tion. Doubling the strength of the 
vaccine may increase the rate 
considerably. 

Many individuals have 
marked, “I don’t think the vac 
cine is any good because I got 
Asian flu four weeks after being 
inoculated.”” This may be 
but there is a better chance that 
such persons developed one of the 
other _ respiratory infections 
against which they have no im- 
munity. This must be said in all 
honesty because special tests of 
the nasal secretions are neces- 
sary to make an accurate diag- 
nosis, and this seldom is done.

SMALL WHEEL

tanks. 

“I originally made the foun- 
tains for our home. Then, with 
our three daughters grown, my 
wife wanted an outside interest. 
I told her, ‘I'll give you a busi- 
ness.’ This is it. Now we don’t 
have one fountain at home. 
They're all in the showroom,” 
he said. 

The fountains, which can hold 
plants, goldfish or ornaments 
such as coral formations, can 
be made in any size and shape, 
plus a variety of materials. So 
far, they come in ceramic ware, 
bronze, copper, porcelain, glass, 
and enameled metal. “But 
there are endless possibilities, 
whatever the customer wants,” 
said Rork. 

MODELS 

Models include the ‘‘Torso,”’ 
tall, vase-like pottery fountain; 
the ‘“‘Toadstool,”” a whimsical 
fountain with water splashing 
on colorful enameled toadstool 
shapes in the basin; and ‘‘The 
Thing From Outer Space," a 
modern-type portable floor foun- 
tain sculptured in bronze—the 
most expensive rhodel, priced 
at $500. 

Some fountains spout colored 
water, although Rork prefers 
to keep it clear. 

Largest fountain is a 16 by 30- 
inch indoor-outdoor model with 
four basins. The smallest foun- 
tains are mounted on stained 
glass or mirrors. “‘But some 
customers say the mirrors look 
like medicine cabinets,” said 
Rork.

Their Action 
Is Awaited 


Georgia legislators taking possession of their newly cleaned 
and waxed desks the day the General Assembly opened, found 
roughly a wheelbarrow load of stuff awaiting them. There wer« 
legislative directories and lists of committees, blotters, a brighi 
little folder about the new telephone center. (‘‘Tell the folks at 
home to call you person-to-person at JAckson 4-9441."") There 
was a big box of paper matches, courtesy of a local bank, the home 
town newspapers, letters, reports and invitations. 


But the biggest thing of all and one which may strike members 
of the General Assembly like a blow to the chest when they get 
around to reading it was a 65-page study of nursing homes in 
Georgia. 


The health department made the study at the request of the 
Legislature—made in a House resolution passed last session—and 
if it doesn’t produce a statewide rush to the'rescue of old folks, 
Georgia isn’t the humane state we think it is. The afiernoon | 
read this calm, factual, unemotional report on existing facilities 
for the care of indigent and ill old folks I had a feeling that the 
old barbaric system of leaving the aged and the infirm exposed 
to the elements on a windy hillside to die as fast as possible 
was better. 


Of course, there are good nursing homes—‘‘a significant num- 
ber of well-managed and operated homes that make every effort 
to meet the various state regulations and to provide for the well- 
being of their aged patients,”’ said the report. But the majority 
of old folks who live in nursing homes are living in places regarded 
by the health department as unsafe. They suffer from inadequate 
medical and nursing care. They often do not get the proper food 
and, perhaps worst of all, they are victims of dull, gray, unre- 
lieved monotony. 

‘Many have outlived their close kin or are forgotten by their 
relatives and community,” says a poignant line in this factual study. 


And where does the fault lie? 

The health department doesn’t blame the typical nursing-home 
operator—‘‘a white female in her early 50s .. . five year’s expe- 
rience, no nurse’s diploma . . . some high school, no college edu- 
cation.”’ Operating a nursing home for people who have nothing 
but their old-age pensions with which to pay cannot be a profitable 
venture unless overcrowding is maintained and a minimum of 
nursing, medical and personal care is provided, the report points 
out. 


And since the majority of old people in these nursing homes 
are old-age pensioners, what's to be done? The health department 
makes some specific recommendations. 


The first is increased public interest and the coordination of all 
efforts of interested organizations and individuals. The second is 
the possible use of state funds to match federal funds in order to 
encourage construction of modern nursing homes to be operated 
on a non-profit basis, ‘“‘providing skilled nursing care, and spon- 
sored by local hospital authorities, church, fraternal and other 
organizations with financial resources.’’ 


The third is the possible use of state funds to match federal 
and local funds to supplement welfare payments for patients cared 
for in acceptable nursing homes, ‘‘so as to make the local sponsor- 
ship of homes more attractive and the homes more economical 
to operate.” 


The survey also suggests a coordination of services provided 
by nursing homes for the mentally confused aged and the services 
rendered to the aged by the State Hospital at Milledgeville. 


And then there are eight long-range recommendations which 
all of us who will one day be among the aged might do well to 
consider. Among these were home visiting nurse service to enable 
the aged to stay at home, rehabilitation services for self-care, 
public housing projects for aged displaced in slum projects and 
expansion of health insurance for the aged. 

It will be interesting and, I hope, heartening, to see what the 
General Assembly does with this report.
